TOE NEW LICENSE LAW. 
CAME INTO FORCE ON THE IST OF JANUARY PRE- 
SENT. 

1, From and after the pnssing of this 
Act, it shall not be Jawfal for any Monicipal 
Council to grantor issue any tavern livense, 
unless upon petition praying for the same 
signed by at least thirty of the Municipal 
Electors of the municipality; and no new 
license shall be granted unless the same 
sball be provided with such accommod’ 
tions se ure hereinafter described ; and the 
word tavorn in this section shall be held to 
include any inn, alehouse, beerhouse, or 
avy other place of public entertainment, in 
which spirittious liquors are sold to be druok 
on the premises, 

2. From and after the passing of this Act, 
no municipality shal grant tavern licenses 
in a greater proportion than one for 250 
souls resident therein, as shown by the last 
census, or by a special enumeration taken 
by order of the Municipal Council concern: 
ed; Provided that no town incorporated by 
Act of Parliament shall be considered ns 
having less than the number of inhabitants 
required by the Act respecting the Munici- 
pal institutions of Upper Cunada, to entitle 
place to be incorporated as a town, 

3. Every tavern heresfter licensed shall 
contain, 10 addition to whatsball be needed 
for the use of the family of the tavern: 
keeper, not less than four bedrooms, with 
their suitable complement of bedding and 
furniture, and (except in cities und incor- 
porated towns) thera shall also be attached 
to it proper stabling for ut least #1x horses. 

4, In cities and towns the Municipal 
corporation may exempt a certain number 
of persons, baving or entited to have, a 
tavern license, from the necessity of having 
all the accommodation required in the third 
section of this Act; that is to say:

DEATH OF A WISER. 


Mr, James Macdonald, M.A. a strange 
character, who had lived at Stafford for 
about thirty years, recently died at the 
county infirmary of that town, apparently 
ip great distress, so much so that a gentle- 
man who had recommended bim to the in:

Macdonald graduated at the University of 
Edinburgh, taking the degree of Master of 
Arts, and for some yeats discharged the 
duties of sub-editon of the Ldinburgh Cour- 
ant, During his early connection with Staf- 
ford, be attuined considerable success as a 
schoolmaster, and afterwards as a teacher of 
education in many of the neighbouring vil- 
lages, His personal appearance and habits, 
however, gradually became so repulsive that 
even those who had previously engaged him 
were compelled to request a discontinuance 
of his periodical visits, and for some time, 
his nightly resting place was a slied or loft.

Tho King of Belgium, the Prince 
Regent of Prussin, Einperor of Russia, and 
the Emprers Eugenie, havo all suffered from 
thieves within the last few months,”
